Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my Annual Report with that of the Public 
Health Inspector, for the year ended December 3lst, 1959, 


The Registrar General's estimate of the population at mid-year was 8,320. 
The population at the Census (1951) was given as 8,196. 


The Birth Rate shows a fall, The number of live-births was 161 compared 
with 171 in 1958. There were 6 illegitimate births, compared with 11 in 1958, 
There were 2 still births, compared with 2 in 1958. 


The Death Rate showed a slight rise. The total of deaths was 133 
compared with 94 in 1958. With the ever increasing number of clderly persons 
in the population, a rise in the death rate must be expected in the future, 
Diseases of the heart and circulatory system accounted for 58 of the deaths, 
and cancer for 18, The figures for 1958 wore 39 and 18, 


There was a rise, in the Infantile Death Rate, Hight infants under a year 
old died compared with seven in 1958. There were no deaths asociated with 
childbirth. 3 deaths were due to motor accidents, and one was caused by 
other accidents. One person died from Tuberculosis, compared with 3 in 1958. 


The analysis of the causes of death amongst the population as a whole 
shows that diseases of the heart and circulatory system, were the largest 
cause, accounting for 52 per cent of the deaths. Pneumonia accounted for one 
death, and bronchitis for four, 


It will be seen from the reports upon samples, that the quality of the 
water supply is satisfactory, and the Quantity is becoming more adequate, 


The total number of cases of infectious diseases notificd totalled 36, 
compared with 40 in 1958, there being more cases of measles, and no whooping 
cough, 


There were 13 new cases of Tuberculosis notified during the year, Modern 
methods of diagnosis and close co-operation between the various authorities 
responsible for the health of the population bring many of the unsuspected 
cases to light. Most of the patients who go to Sanatoria quickly regain their 
health, such has been the advance in methods of treatment. Tho Xray Units of 
the Welsh Regional Hospital Board continued to visit the dis‘tict during the 
year, 


fn conelusion, I wish to thank the Council as a whole, and your Officers 
for their assistance which was so readily given to me, throughout the year.

SECTION C,. 


Water Supply. The quality of the water remains completcly satisfactory and all 
samples taken showed no unsatisfactory results, No cxtcnsions of water mains 
took place during the year but the total water consw2 tion for the area again 
showed an increase, this year's consumption being nearly tivo million gallons 
higher than 1958, 


There is no doubt that water supply, to the averecc houscholder, is a 
very much ill-appreciated comodity, ‘The tap is turned on ond any anount of 
water is available, VYnly when, due to urgent repair worl: or some such sinilar 
occurence, the water supply has to be cut off for a fow hours is the service 
appreciated. The sumacr of 1959 was a very dry period ond this may well 
account for some of the increased consumption previously mentioned but even so 
there is no doubt that a terrific anount of wastase of water doca occur, That 
tap left half on, or even just dripping, stand pipes that are misused, those 
overflows that are ignored, these are just some of the oxarmles of how water is 
wasted. Ratepayers money would be saved if more attention were paid to such 
natters,

There are only five houses within the area which have not got a main 
water supply within 2 reasonable distance, 
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Refuse Collection and Disposal. 


The regular weekly collection was maintained througout the year despite 
the usual labour difficulties which were encountered. sortunately for the 
inhabitants of the area there are a hard core of men who are cxtremely loyal 
and hardworking so that the cfficiency of the service is only rarely disrupted. 


The refuse collection and disposal service costs tho Council nearly 
£6,500 a year which, apart from water supply, is the hishest single iten of 
expenditure that has to be faced. When further analysed, this expenditure 
means that the contents of every bin from every house in the cistrict costs 
appradmately one shilling for removal and disposal. his figure, compared 
with the average national figure is fairly high and, when one of the vchicles 
is due for renewal, a revision of the method cf collection should be made 
with a view to increasing its efficiency. 


One way in which the public can help is to get rid cf those big druns 
which have no handles, those little buckets and baths and the inevitable 
cardboard boxes that are always associated with a containcr that is too small, 
Every bin that requires two men to carry it, every additional journey to 
carry more than one container - all mean extra cost. J: other words if a 
householder hasn't rot a standard size dustbin in reasoneble condition he 
should get one. This will serve to reduce the biggest item in the £6,500 - 
labour costs, 


Street Cleansing, 
The figures available for 1959 confirm the view expressed in last year's 


annual report - that the mechanical sweeper provides a wen more efficicnt 
service at less cost to the Council.

A total of cleven Clearance Crders have been made, seven havo cen 
confirmed by the Minister of Housing and Local Governnent and the other 
four have been submitted for confirmation. One public inquiry was held and 
the order later confirned without modification, 


£% the end of the year clevon dwellings, including seven ono~bodroon 
bungalows, became available for letting for slum clearance purposes, The 
older people housed in these bungalows, who had been very hesitant about 
moving, found them to be compact, and, without exception, all were 
Celighted with the nove, 


Eleven applications for certificetos of disrepair were reccived under 
the Rent Act, 1957. In all cases undertakings from landlords wore reccived 
end all work carricd out within the stated period. The total nutvor of 
applications for certificates of disrepair has been much less then vas 
anticipated. ‘the only conclusion I can reach is that tonants rust be 
satisfied with the responses from landlords, 

The first scheme in the extension at Greenficld Hall state, comprising 
thirty nine units, wes comienecd in the early part of the year and, as 
stated previously, by the end of the year clevmwore ready for cecupation. 
Later in the year work was commencedon the second stage,

The total of aninals slaughtered continued to increase and, once again, 
the quality of the incat was cxitrencly good. 


Ice Croan. 


There are no nanufacturers of ice cream within the Urban District. All 
ice cream sold from shops in the area is manufactured by multiple firns 
but there arc four vehicles which retail within the area during summer months, 
where the produce is manufactured within the areas of neighbouring authoritics. 
Regular samples are taken for bacteriological analysis but all were 
satisfactory, ‘the ice cream industry in this country has developed trom 
endously within the last decade, and, in most cases, the standard of production 
is very high indecd, 


Food Shops. 


Holywell contains a high incidence of shops (1 shop to 64 persons ) relative 
to the population and many of these come within the scope of the food Hygiene 
Regulations. The general standard of food hygiene is reasonable but not as 
high es I would like it to be. The provision of the facilities required by the 
Regulations, does, of course, constitute an iuproverient, but too often docs one 
see signs that these facilitics are only rarely used. ‘the education of oaployces 
in food shops in the use of such facilities is of paramount importance and 
regular inspections are also necessary,

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From the tables on the previcus page, it will be seen that there were 
only 36 notifications of disease, (excluding Tuberculosis) comparcd with 40 
in 1958, 145 in 1957 and 1041956, Measles totalled 28 cases, compared with 
5 in the previous year. There were 6 cases of pneumonia, with 1 ceath, 
whooping Cough was ebsent during the year, This complaint is one of the most 
<7 ata end disabling diseases of childhood, but it could be prove tcd, or its 
ffects Mininised, if all parents would have their babies immuniscd. it is 
now possible to have combined injections (Diphtheria and ‘hooving Cough) against 
tiest two complaints, and this protection is offered free. Jiwnisction is done 
at the Clinics, and by the general practitiorers. Many childron qoeived primary 
immunisation during the year, and reinforcing injections were done at the 
Clinic and in the schools.

Mass RadiLorranh 


The itass Radiography Unit of the ifolsh Regional Hospital Board ves in the 
district, and examined workers at Local factories and works. ‘Tho Sori-static 
Unit continued its three-weekly visits throughout the year, 


The Mass X-ray service is a nost valuable one in the prevention ond 
spread of disease. In place of the biennial visit of the X-ray Unit, it was 
arranged to continue with the Scii-static Unit stationed in the tcvm for one day 
every three weeks, The general public may attend in the usual way, and general 
practitioners may also refer patients. This service began in tho :tiddle of 
1957, and is well used. During the yoar, 842 persons were oxartined by the Seni~ 
static Unit, and thelicbile Unit visitcd local works as follows:-

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fhe provision of immunisation against Tuberculosis is approved isy the 
Covernnent, and arrangements wore made in 1956 for this protection to be 

made available to children in Flintshire. A start was made witi 13 ycar old 
in grammar and secondary schools. The service is of course entircly voluntary, 
Tmaunisation against Tuberculosis is already available to infants ond older 
children, on the recommendation of the Chest Physician, where there is a 
lenger to the children due to the presence of 2 case of Tuberculosis in any 
family. During 1959, 2,636 persons in Flintshire had been sltin tested, and 
1,262 received the sinvle injection necessary to give protection, At Holvwell 
Grammar School, 85 children were tosted, and 56 received the necessary 
injection, At Basingwerk Secondary ilodern School, the numbers tosted wore 
115, of whom 7S were injected. From April 19529 the schewe wes ccrtonded 

to cover children epproaching 13 years, and those over 1) years,
